LONDON, ENGLAND—Howard Cosell, noted TV personality, set 
a world’s record today, and nearly caused a tragedy in the 
process. Cosell became the first man in history to make a 
trans-Atlantic crossing while talking non-stop, and asaresult, 
almost incited the entire First Class Section to riot. 


“We watched and listened in morbid fasci- 
nation,” said a shaken Mrs. Hymie Shrine- 
boat, one of the First Class passengers, 
describing the flight, “but two hours out of 
New York, we realized we were doomed to a 
non-stop yapping exhibition by a master of 
the art.”
